REVENUE. 


All schools of New Hampshire receive revenue from 
three sources. 

t. SscuooL, MonEy ReEQuIRED By Law.—This is found 
by multiplying the apportioned ratio in the general state tax by 
750. Thus Concord in a receat year paid $68.26 in every 
$1000 of the general state levy. Hence Concord raised for 
school purposes $68.26 x 750 = $51,195. 

2. Lirerary Funp.—This source is not correctly named. 
It is really the annual income from taxes upon deposits and 
stocks in savings banks, loan and trust companies of persons 
who do not live inthe state or whose residence is unknown. 
This revenue is distributed among the districts in direct  pro- 
portion to the number of pupils five years of age and over who 
have attended school at least two weeks during the previous 
year. 

Doc Tax.—The proceeds of the dog tax are applied 
first to pay for damages done by dogs to domestic animals. 
The balance is available by law forthe support of schools. 
The literary fund and the dog tax each amount to about $40,000 
per year for the whole state. 

A district may receive revenue from one or more of the 
following five scurces. 

4. ADDITIONAL LOCAL accaTON: —Every district may 
raise more than the amount required by law. ‘The average 
raised inthis way throughout the state is about one-half as 
much as the amount required by law. 

5. EquaiizaTion Funp.—$18,750 is annually distributed 
among the poorer districts of the state in direct ratio to the 
number of children in average attendance, and in inverse ratio 
to the equalized valuation per pupil. 

6. High Scnoot Turrion.—Districts not maintaining 
high schools receive a rebate from the state for tuition paid by 
them, in approved high schools or academies, provided their 
school tax is $3.50 or more on one thousand dollars, and their 
general tax is $16.50 or more on one thousand. The rebate 
increases as the rate of general tax increases. 

7, SUPERINTENDENT’s SALARY.—Districts uniting with 
others to form supervisory unions receive as a rebate one-half 
of the salary of the Superintendent. 

8. Locat Funps.—Local endowment funds have _ been 
given to some districts, the income of which is available for 
schoo] purposes. 
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Langdon schools receive revenue from only five of these 
eight sources. No share of the equalization fund is available 
for us, for our valuation per pupil ofaverage attendance is too 
high; no high school tuition will be refunded to us because 
our tax rates are not as high as those required by law; and 
there are no funds whose income is available for the use of the 
schools. But from the other sources enough is received to do 
good work. But the burden to the tax-payers is not heavy, 
and | would recommend that the length of the schools be 
increased. The average for the state is now about thirty-two 
weeks. 

If Langdon should make the average appropriations of the 
State the sums would be as follows: 

Required by Law (1908) $487.50 

Additional (50 per cent. of required sum) 240.00 

Books and supplies (10 per ct. of required sum) — 50.00 

These sums with the money from other sources would 
enable the school board to pay sufficient to secure and hold 
trained teachers, to lengthen the school year, to add reference 
books of permanent value, some new readers, physiologies 
and arithmetics, make a few needed repairs, and in short to 
keep the schools of Langdon in the front rank as a progressive 
and inspiring force in the lives of our young people. 


TEACHERS. 


Much work of the best kind has been accomplished this 
year. The interest on the part of the pupils has been marked, 
and must be gratifying to teachers and parents alike. 


‘SCPARENTS’ DAY.” 


I suppose it is understood that parents are always welcome 
in the schools. But to encourage more visiting by parents, I 
shall have an occasional ‘parents’ day’ when they will be 
specially invited to come in and see the work of the school. I 
hope that in this way the teachers, parents, pupils and super- 
intendent may become better acquainted, and the importance 
of the school be increased in the eyes of the pupils, to the end 
that the schools may become a more vital force in moulding and 
inspiring the lives of our young people. 

On these days we should have some of the regular work of 
the day, some review work, some sight advance work to 
show what power the pupils are acquiring. There would also 
be some singing at the village school as the new organ will be 
in use.

ECONOMY. 


Our State Superintendent has something to say in his last 
report on the subject of school economy, that I think is worth 
emphasizing. 

“In any study of the economy of school administration, one 
of the most important considerations, if not indeed the basal 
consideration of all, is the principle that teachers’ salaries and, 
to a less extent, suitable apparatus should absorb as much as 
possible of the total expenditures and ail other matters as little as 
possible. It is difficult to fix a hard and fast proportion which 
teachers’ salaries ought to bear to total expenditures. Generally 
speaking it may be said that the experience of the country, 
seems to indicate that where teachers’ salaries, except under un- 
usual and special conditions, fall below seventy per cent. of the 
total expenditure, it is time to see if something is not wrong. 
Every dollar saved on coal, wood, paper, pencils, etc., and 
placed to the credit of teachers’ salaries is a point gained in the 
interest of truly economical administration.” 

I am heartily in accord with this. I am in favor of getting 
teachers of Normal training in each of our schools, of paving 
them enough to retain them for a series of years, of fur nishing 
them equipment enough for the best work, but of using the ut- 
most economy in the purchasing of all supplies:
